SAYS HOPPMANN 


No One Need Hope to Get Di- 


vorce on Untrue Testimony 


Says Judge 


That there is an important lesson 


to be learned from the outcome of 
tho Schillinger divorce-suit, was the 
statement made by Judge Hopp- 
mann this morning, in ,an interview. 


."In what happened yesterday,' he 


declared, "the public should take no- 
tice that no applicant for a divorce 
need hope to be able to obtain one 
on a trumped-up case or on manu- 
factured testimony, or by telling un- 
truths in the courtroom. 


"E. J. Reynolds, divorce counsel 


for Dane county, investicates every 
default case thoroughly and every 
time when there is any suspicion of 
false testimony, he' considers it his 
duty to redouble his investigation to 
the end of bringing facts to the at- 
tention of the court and through the 
court to the district attorney, Mr. 
Heilman, and in every such case a 
prosecution follows. 


"Mr. Reynolds cannot be too high- 


ly complimented on the manner in 
v.'hich he investigated the Schilling- 
er case, with the assistance of Harry 
S?.uthoiT, attorney for the defend- 
ant, once for all thereby serving no- 
tice that in no case can any per- 
son hope to get a divorce by a de- 
fault unless he or she has good, le,- 
sra) <*rounds. 
This action 
should 


also show that the courts of Dane 
county, upon learning that any per- 
son has committed perjury, will cail 
that fact to the attention of the dis- 
trict attorney with the recommenda- 
tion of prosecution and that the dis-
